‘only this one, they wanted nothing but the 
Wooll, and we had nothing towards it but 
the Wooll; and that one Article turn’d.the 
whole Scale of tlie Teas we ftopp’d the 
Wooll and kept it-at eyand all the Ma- 
nofaGturers run hither after it, and they will 
never run away from it while the Wooll re- 
mains here. é : 

In a word, England has.nothing to do 
brit to kecp her Wooll at home; and if all the 
Manufacturers in the Nation runs away, they 
could not carry away the Manufa‘ture with 
them, not fet it up in any foreign Country.

ning, and the beft Workmen in the World. 
But woe be to England, when our Neighbours 
want nothing bute Workmen and Skill to take 
our Manufaftures from us 5 it is true, ie°is not 
done prefently, it muft be the Work of time. 
But why have not the French and the Dutch 
alfo obtained this Skill in a Hundred Year or 
more ? It is evident, they have a skill in pro- 


portion to their Quantity of Wooll which
